STILL WAITING. 


The Big Balloon Will 
Not Go Up To- 
Morrow. 


Prof. Hazen’s Card Ex- 
plains the Situation. 


The Wind Blowing in a Con- 
trary Direction. 


Everything in Readiness but the Current— 
How the Air- hip Is Handled in the 
Meanwhile—Putting the Monster to Bed 
—Excellent Time Made Bythe Carrier- 
Pigeons of the Expedition—The Capacity 
and Cargo of the Big Bulb and Its Car. 


The balloon is still waiting. Prof. Hazen 
observes the most remarkable condition in the 
atmosphere. The wind is steadily blowing 
from the aast to the west, when its natural 
direction is opposite. There has 
been a high area moving slowly west- 
ward from the Atlantic that is now centered 
over the Lakes. Its progression has been 
very slow, not over twenty miles an 
hour. The moment it gets to the 
west of a line running north and 
south through St. Louis the balloon may start 
on its voyage. That time will not arrive to- 
day nor to-morrow. Prof. Hazen is 
much distressed over the laggardness 
of the wind in refusing to reach a 
proper direction and velocity, but can do 


nothing other than watch for a chanze. 
The other members of the balloon party can 
do nothing but wait upon him, and 
the public wait upon them. Those 
interested in the ascension now 
have an opportunity of becoming meteorolo- 
gists of some degree by following the direc- 
tions containedin Prof. Hazen’s card below 
and watching the Signal Service maps posted 
in front of the PoOST-DISPATCH office, at the 
Post-Office and on Change for a change in the 
conditions: 
DISCUSSING TH SITUATION:

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There can be no ascension to-morrow. The 
weather conditions remain substantially the 
same as yesterday with the following excep- 
tions: The high pressure area which was cen- 
tral at 7 a. m. yesterday over Lake Huron 


has steadily moved westward! and is 

now central over West Ontario. This is a 
most remarkable fact, and indicates an exact 
reversal of the upper currents. It 
should be stated, however, that the 
magnitude of this high area is gradually 
diminishing. The second slight change to be 
noticed is the gradual shifting of the wind toa 
southerly direction. 
morning the wind was due west. At this writ- 
ing it has backed to the southeast, which mo- 
tion a careful weather observer connected 
with the POST-DISPATCH predicted at 9 this 
morning. 

A high area has appeared off the Oregon 
coast, and has already made itself felt at Salt 
Lake City, where the pressure has risen .18 in. 
in nine bours. The following would be the 
probable course of the balloon it the ascent 
should be made to-morrow: 

At first the balloon would go nearly due 
north at rate of about twenty miles per hour. 
When it reached Northern Wisconsin, or just 
before that, it would turn tothe right and be 
wafted into Canada. If the buoyancy could 
be kept up seventy-two hours it would prob- 
ably reach the neighborhood of Montreal. 
If the influence of the high area should 
become more feeble, there would 
be a very slight tendency to a motion toward 
the west and the balloon would sail into 
Montana. It will be seen that the prospects 
are very dubious for a successful voyage. If 
any one is interested in this mat 
ter he can satisfy himself as to 
the above consideration by comparing 
this statement with the weather map posted 
n the Merchant’s Exchange,in the Post-office, 
in front of the PosT-DISPATCH and in many 
other places. It is only necessary to 
remember that the winds and upper 
currents flow either away from the 
high aria or in a direction with the motion of 
aclock hands. It will be necessary to wait till 
the high aria to the east is both broken up or 
tili a storm advances to the east of this city.

By this time a shuffling, 
scraping noise told the aeronauts that the big 
bag had bellied up forty feet against the gas 
mains neartheroof. The order to stop the 
fan was given when an over-curious young 
negro ventured too close to the neck ofthe bal- 
loon, and was almost knocked off his feet 
— the escaping air as it rushed from the neck 
of the balloon while the fan was being discon- 
nected.

The Air-Ship’s Cargo.

A Feat Performed by Mr. Ansdell’s Birds 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


Owing to the delay occasioned by waiting 
for the eastern current it was decided to re- 
turn the carrier pigeons to their loft. This 
afforded an excellent opportunity to ascertain 
the speed of the birds. Mr. T. Ansdell of 
Crystal City, Mo., had forwarded six homing 
pigeons by express. On their arrival they 
were cared for carefully and by arrangement 
with Mr. Ansdell they were re- 
‘leased as soon as it was discovered 
| that the ascension could not be 
made before Wednesday or Thursday of this 
week. At 1:16 p. m. the six birds were set at 
liberty from a window in the PoOSsT- DISPATCH 
building. During the first moments of free- 
dom they rose siowly, sraduaily moving to- 
wards Sixth street where they made rapid 
ascent througb the meshes of the telegraph 
wires and cables. The six birds rose together 
near the junction of Murket and Sixth 
streets until they reached a level above 
the surrounding house-tops and then 
floated in the air for an instant, 
bunching together and apparenaly setting 
their bearings. After a mowment’sstudy of the 
ward and precinct boundaries, police, fire and 
sireet-sprinkling d.stricts, they headea south 
with along, easy stroke of the wings. The 
motion steadily increased as the birds flew 
soutbwardly out of sight. Arrangements had 
deen made with Mr. Ansdell to notifiy this of- 
fice oi the arrival of the birds. During the 
afternoon tLe following telegram was recetved: 


To Post-Dispatcn: 

Birds arrived at 1:55; will send them for bDal- 
loon ascension. T. ANSDELL. 

Crystal City, June 13. 

Mr. Ansdell’s lofts are three and one-half 
miles south of Silica on the Iron Mountain 
| road, and thirty-five and one-half miles from 

this city. The birds covered the distance in 
thirty-nine minutes, having made nearly a 
mile a in nute in the trip. 

The birds furnished by Mr. Ansdell will be 
released as directed. Two pigeons to be fur- 
nisned by Mr. Roesch of this city will carry 
the last messages from the balloon, as their 
owner has great confidence in their training. 
They will probably be released at sunrise on 
the day after the start,

Mr. Lowry and Gen. Goode Make Argu- 
ments For the Government. 


Boston, Mass., June 14.—The arguments in 
the case of the United States vs. The Bell Tele- 
phone Company on the demurer to the bill of 
complaint of the United States, were resumed 
again this morning in the United States Circuit 


Court. 
Grosvenor P, Lowry made the opening ar- 
gument for the United States, which was brief 


but eloquent and forcible. He dwelt mainly 
onthe sixth point in defendants’ demurrer, 
which is to the effect that the bill does 
not set forth any fraud in the procure- 
ment of patents and that it does not show 
when, how, from whom, or by what means 
the complainant first had knowledge or notice 
of each alleged fact. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Lowry’s argument, 
Gen. Goode arose and addressed the court at 
great length, strongly mainta‘ning the prepo- 
sitions that the Governmen has the 
right to vacate or rescind a patent obtained by 
fraud; that the Government aione is the proper 

arty to bring the suit and this is the proper 

orm ot procedure. He went carefully 
into the examination of the authorities 
in support of the above propositions. 

He further maintained that there had been 

absolutely no legisiation whatever by Con- 
— on this question as stated by Judge 
‘torrow yesterday, and that the better doc- 
trine seems to be that a patent may be vacated 
by the United Statesin the interest of the gen- 
eral ublic when obtained surreptitiously 
or by fraud. Hesaid: ‘‘We are not here in 
the interest of any private party, but in behalf 
of the United States and the people at large 
and oppressive monop- 
oly. There is no distinction be- 
tween a patent for a land grant 
and a patent for an invention in this regard 
and the authorities are numerous to the 
effect that the United States through a Court 
of Chancery has the power to vacate a patent 
for land obtained by fraud.’’

TO SAVE MONEY. 


Avoids Big Opportunities and Handles 
Trivialities—Adopts the German Plan to 
Save Money by Discharging English 
Teachers — Entertaining Financial Ex- 
pedients—Teachers’ Pay. 


The Retrenchment Committee of the School 
Board met last night and considered the vart- 
ous plans of revising and limiting the expendi- 
tures that have been proposéd. It was a 
much more quiet session than was an- 
ticipated, principally because the mem- 
bers were active before the meeting seeking 
to harmonize the differences that hdd 
arisen. There were present of the committes 
Messrs. Brady, Blaisdell, Bryan, D'Amour, 
Goerlich, Hawkins, Koenig, Muench, O’Con- 
nell, Parie and Zelle. Two members were 
absent. Some discussion ensued soon after 
Mr. Bryan, as chairman, called the meeting to 
order on the action of the committee at its 
last meeting. The cut of the architect’s salary 
from $8,000 to $2,000 was one point which 
called out a mass of words, after which the 
former action was reconsidered and the salary 
placed at $2,400.

TEUTEBERG’S GERMAN PLAN. 
Nothing was said about the abolition of su- 
pervision of school buildings by principals, 


dollars but a great deal of attention was con- 
centratedon Assistant-Superintendent Teute- 
berg’s pian for apparent reduction of expense 
of teaching German. This plan was proposed 
for adoption at the last meeting of the com- 
mittee as the report of a sub-committee con- 
sisting of Messrs. Muench and Koenig. It 
was presented as follows: 

The committee have arrived at the conciu- 
sion thata reduction in the extra cost of Ger- 
man instruction cannot be effected without 
impairing its efficiency except by a more gen- 
eral assignment of German-English teachers 
to rooms. The plan of assigning Ger- 
man-English teachers to rooms which 
carried out in some of our schools at present 
makes it practicable to piace each German- 
English teacher in charge of but two German 
classes, and your sub-committee therefore 
recommends that our system of exchanging 
rooms between German-English and En- 
glish teachers be abandoned and that 
the system which has been in successful 
operation for twenty-five years in Cincinnati 
be adopted in its stead for the four lower 
grades. Inthe schools of Oincinnati, a Ger- 
man-English and an English teacher ex- 
change rooms in-these grades once each day, 
atnoon, each teacher remaining in charge 
ofthe room allafternoon and the following 
morning, and instructing the pupils of two 
rooms aiternately. The adoption of this plan 
will render it feasible to assign 

FOUR GERMAN CLASSES 

to every German-English teacher in the four 
lower grades, where the classification may 
require it; and the assignment of an adequate 
number of German-English teachers to rooms 
in these grades will removethe necessity of 
employing special teachers of German 
in grades 1, 2, 3 and 4. The teaching ot the 
German language will cause extra expense 
only in the four higher grades, where tue 
classes willbe in charge of Special German 
teachers, and the Assistant-superintendent, 
who is in charge of German instruction, 
has found by a careful examination 
into the possible saving, that a gradual 
introduction of the above plan in the four 
lower grades, situated in the neighborhoods in 
which German-speaking citizens are numerous 
will result eventually in a saving ot about 
$25,000. Your committee therefore recom- 
mends that the plan de adopted for 
the next scholastic year in the 
Blair, Irving, Ashland, Benton, Madison, Car- 
roll, Pestalozzi, Humboldt, Lafayette, Garfield 
and Gravois schools, as it will result in a sav- 
ing of $11,890.’’

man-speakin parents small in 
other neighborhoods the abolition of 
German teaching is recommended in the Ar- 
lington, Baden, Belle avenue, Compton, Orow, 
Des Peres, Eliot, Pope, Shaw and Stoddard 
saving $5,815 and — a total saving of $17,205.

8 for next year. Their places will 

e given to German-English assistants 
and so without really cutting down the teach- 
ing of German one bit or reducing its cost 
an spesrens saving of $11,390 is made, and that 
will be made by the discharge of thirty En- 
giish assistant teachers.

AFFLICTED ROYALTY. 


The Duchess d’Alencon Becomes Insane and 
Is Piaced Under Restraint. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Lowpor, June 14.—News was received here 
to- day from Vienna that the wife of the Duo 
d Alencon, one of the most popular members 
ot the Orleans family, has become insane and 
has had to be put under restraint. The 
Duchess is the yovngest sister of the Empress 
of Austria and ‘of the ex-Queen of 
Naples. She was dorn in 1847, at 
Munich, and, like all the children of 
old Duke Max of Bavaria, is devoted to horses 
and to every kind of sport. At one period she 
was betrothed to the late King of Bavaria, but 
the engagement was very suddenly broken 
off. Numerous stories are related as to the 
cause of the rupture, the version generally 
accepted being that she was discovered by her 
royal lover in a position of undue familiarity 
' with a young English groom, who was in the 
habit of attending her when she went out rid- 
ing. The ill-fated King's misanthropy, 
which terminated in his suicidal death last 
year, dates from that time. A few years 
later she married the Duc d’Alencon, second 
gon ofthe Duc DeNemours and grandson of 
King Louis Philippe of France. Last year the 
Duc d Alencon, who held the rank of Captain 
of Artillery in the French army, was deprived 
of his military rank in accordance with the 
terms ofa law then passed prohibiting mem- 
bers of houses which have reigned in France 
from holding any Government office. The 
Duchess shortly afterwards fell dangerously

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


POLIOR COMMISSIONERS FAVOR LIBERAL 
INTERPRETATION OF THE MEASURE. 


The Action of the Board Outlined by the 
Members—Vice-President Blair Says the 
Repeal of the Law of 1857 Brings Only 
Liquor Selling to the Attention of the 
Board—As Few Occupations as Possible 
to Be Interfered With—Sunday Theatri- 
cals and Base Ball Games Probably. to 
Be Prohibited—Opinions of the Commis- 
sioners. 


This day seems to have been largely set 
aside, both by the police officials and the 
victims of the Sunday law, for the considera- 
tion and discussion of this important measure. 


It is the dayfor the reguiar meeting of the’ 


Police Commissioners, which was held at 
Zo clock, anda meeting of saloon-keepers 
took place at 2 o’clock this afternoon to de- 
cide on a course of action. The mee ting of 
the Police Board is the first since Cit y-Coun- 
sellor Bell gave his opinion on the re- 
peal of the law of 1857, and the 
effect it had on the Sunday and liquor laws 
passed by the State Legislature. Being also 
the meeting held next prior to the date for the 
repeal to gointo effect, is, hence, of the ut- 
most importance as bearing on 
the interpretation and enforcement 
of the laws freed by the repeal. 
The action of the Board is awaited with the 
greatest interest—not only by the business 
men who are likely to be affected, but by all 
classes of citizens, as it will doubtless define 
the Sunday regulations under which the citi- 
zens of St. Louis will live. There can be 
little doubt from the present tem- 
per and attitude of the Commissioners that 
their action on the law will be as liberal as the 
interpretation of it will admit, and yet on 
points which the Board determine to enforce- 
the action will be vigorous and uncompro- 
mising. The question is what scope the Com- 
missioners will give to its enforcement. 
In order to give as clear and 
well-defined an idea as possible 
of the views of the Board, a 
POST- DISPATCH reporter interviewed the mem- 
bers to-day on the subject. The general con- 
sensus of opinions points to the certain en- 
forcement of the provisions against selling in- 
toxicating liquor on Sunday, the probable en- 
forcement of provisions against amusements 
such astheaters and base ball games con- 
ducted as occupations and for: gain and the 
quiet dropping if permitted of all other pro- 
visions. !

The Po- 
lice Board asked Counsellor Bell’s opinion on 
that repeal which related to the liquor busi- 
ness entirely. He has brought in other mat- 
ters us coming within the scope of the law, 
but the Police Board is no more bound to en- 
force them now than they were before. They 
have been allowed to remain unenforced 
heretofore, and I see no more reason 
that the. Board should take them up now 
than that they should take up the law 
providing for the extermination of Canada 
thistles, or prohibiting the burning of pack- 
ing boxes or straw in the street 
or the throwing of slops in back alleys. I 
can @see no reason why the Police Board 
should consider at this time anything except 
the law against selling intoxicants on Sunday 
which is affected by the repeal of the law of 
1857. That is about all I can say on the sub- 
ject. Iwill say this, however, that the law 
against selling liquor on Sunday and 
whafever other provision the Police Board 
may decide their duty to enforee will be vigor- 
ously enforced. There is ample power to as- 
sure rigid enforcement of the law. The Board 
has nothing to do but to enforce the laws, and 
it will do this at any cost. 

‘*Willthe law be enforced against theaters 
and base ball games?’’ 

I don’t like to cross a stream before I come 
to it and I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion. It the subject should be brought up by 
a motion in the Board to enforce 
the law against them 1 will give 
my opinion then. On the general subject of 
thelaws there are many onthe statute books 
which are not enforced vigorously because 
they cannot be or because they are inex- 
pedient or the people won’t have them 
enforced.’’

THE CIVIL COURTS. - 


JUDGE SEDDON GRANTS THE PRAYER OF 
YOUNG MRS. LINDENSCHMIDT. 


The Husband Failed to Keep His Promise—A 
Case of Moral Duress Driving a Bride 
From Home—An Important Decision for 
Domestic Servants—The Finley Habeas 
Corpus Case— Construction of the Lindell 
Will. 


Judge Seddon to-day rendered a decision in 
the Lindenschmidt maintenance case. The 
parties were married in October, 188. Mr. 
Lindenschmidt took his bride to the house of 
his mother to live. He had promised her be- 
fore her marriage that as soon as the con- 
dition of his father, who was then 
very ill, permitted, they woul go 
to housekeeping. The father shortly 
afterwards died. For reasons not necessary 
to refer to, says Judge Seddon, such a state 
of feeling existed between Mrs. Linden- 
schmidt, Jr., and her mother-in-law and sis- 
ters-in-law that it was impossible for her to 
remain there happily. She was doubtless 
greatly though not entirely to blame for 
this condition of affairs. She at length 
appealed to her husband to take 
her away and on the Ast of January last he 
sent her to her mother’s promising that he 
would come to her on Sunday the 28d of Jan- 
uary and make arrangements for the future. 

The court finds that Mrs. Lindenschmidt was 
not guilty of any abandonment of 
her husband. Since that time he has 


repudiated her, however, never went near her 
and has failed and refused to provide for her 
support. He therefore clearly abandoned her. 
She gave him no cause since the 2ist of Janu 

ary and the husband at that time did not have 
any intention of leaving her. But for the influ- 
ence of his brother-in-law and his own family 
amounting to moral duress, he and his wife, 
for aught that had then happened, might be 
living together now. The husband isa weak 
man and easily influenced, but as a true man 
he should have gone to his wife, as he had 
promised her. He abandoned her, however, 
without zood cause. The Court orders him to 
pay her $43.35 per month in advance. 


Services In Unclean Places. 


Judge Barclay to-day decided a case of some 
importance to domestic servants. Inthe suit 
of Ellis vs. Moore, the motion for new trial 
was overruled. The plaintiff, Ellis, sued for 


services rendered as a servant in the house of 
the Moore woman. There was no dispute 
about the services being rendered, but it 
was contended that the plaintiff could not re- 
cover because in the house where the services 
were rendered an immoral business was car- 
ried on and thé services of the plaintiff aided 
in promoting that business. Judge Barclay 
says: ‘‘The decisions on this subject are 
far from harmonious, but in Missouri the law 
now appears fairly well settled in a manner 
that seems more just thanthe rules declared 
in some other jurisdictions. In this State if a 
person does work or furnishes goods to an- 
other, the former may recover for the same 

though knowing that the same will be use 

for an immoral purpose, when the work done 
or the goods furnished are not so connected 
with the immoral and illegal business as to 
make the person furnishing the same a partic- 
ipant in such business or in its proceeds. 

Aservant in a house of ill-repute, who merely 
performs such duties as might lawfully be 
rendered in oy household ought not and is 
not precluded from recovering just compen- 
sation for labor done, simply because he or 
she may be fully aware of the nature of the 
business carried on there. On the other hand 
a servant whose employment might be to so- 
licit patronage for such a business could not 
recover because the work done was directly 
connected with the immoral enterprise. 

The line of distinction is drawn at the point 
which indicates whether the services as ren- 
dered are a part of the immoral business or 
are of such a kind as are innocent in them- 
selves, irrespective of the surroundings, The 
court sees no reasou for disturbing the verdict 
for the plaintiff. 


The Finley Habeas Corpus Case. 


Judge Seddon to-day decided the Finley 
habeas corpus case against the father. In a 
case similar to thisthe Supreme Court re- 
affirmed the well-known rule that in a contest 


for the possession of a minor child the welfare 
of the child is always the controlling consid- 
eration with the courts. Considering the wel- 
fare of the child, itis better in this case that 
she should remain whereshe is and be restored 
to her adopted mother. Itissoordered. The 
father’s petition is dismissed. 


A Dangerous Slot. 


Judge Seddon overruled to-day the motion 
for a new trial of the damage suit of Keitel 
against the Cable Railroad Company. The 
jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for $500 
for damages sustained by reason of the plain- 
tiff’s buggy wheels falling into an open slot of 
the cable on Wash street. The Court sees 
no reason for disturbing the _ verdict. 
No authority was shown to make the danger- 
ous opening inthe street into which a buggy 
with a tire of ordinary size could fall, no con- 
tributory nezglizence was shown and the 
evidence entirely failed to show it. The 
motion for a new trial is overruled. 


Probable Cause. 


Judge Seddon to-day refused to set aside the 
non-suit in the case of Michael Canivan 
against the St. Louis Hansom Cab Company. 
Canivan, a hackman, was prosecuted in the 
Police Court for a violation of the cab-stand 
ordinance. In Judge Noonan’s court he was 
acquitted and he sued for damages. The 
plaintiff should have shown malice and want 
of probable cause for the prosecution 
in such a qgse, says the Court, and 
the evidence failed to show either. A 
conviction of a plaintiff in a lower court 
when obtained fairly and without fraud 
or any undue means is conclusive evidence of 
the existence of 8 cause for the prose- 
cution, thought 
the lower court may be reversed in a higher 
court and the plaintiff may be acquitted. 


A Palpable Bias. 


The Court of Appeals. to-day reversed the 
judgment for plaintiffin the suit of Stephen 
Damrill vs. the St. Louls & San Francisco 
Railroad Company. This was an appeal from 
the Greene County Circuit Court in a suit for 
value of a wagon and team demolished 
at a crossing of the highway and 
the railroad. The Court of Appeals 
reviewing the testimony finds that there was 
extreme negligence on the part of the driver of 
the team. There were 1888 developmens 
in the special findin of the jury showing a 
palpable bias, which should entitle the rail- 
road company toa reversal of the judgment. 
The lower court should have sustained the 
gouges: = demurrer to the evidence. Judge 
Lewis wrote the opinion. 


The Lindell Will. 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of C. B. Chew and others against Sol- 
omon Boehm. The controversy involved con- 
struction of awill.

How Young Cossacks Are Trained. 


From the London Times Russian Letter. 

A splendid idea was given of what the 
hardy Cossack race really is by two whole 
regiments, or twelve sotnias, of boys, 
about 1,400 strong, from 9 years up to 14, 
drawn for-the occasion from all the stan- 
itsas or settlements of the Cos- 
sack territory. Mounted on lean, 
shaggy native horses and wield- 
ing huge swords, bigger than themselves 
and lances eight feet long, they formed 
the most wonderful infant cavalry ever 
seen. These boys can already ride at a 
headlong pace, cling on to their stirru 
like monkeys and pick up handkerchiefs 
from the ound as they careen along.

COST or SERVICE. 


The President of the Chicago, Burling- 


ton and Quincy Railroad in a communi- 
cation to the Iowa Railroad Commis- 
sion promises to observe the short- 
haul rule in transportation between 
points within the State of Iowa, but as- 
serts that ‘‘no more serious error could 
be made than the general adoption of the 
cost theory of railroad rates,’’ which he 
apparently assumes to be the cast-iron 
rule of the new interstate law. 

That law calls for nothing more than a 
reasonable reference to differences in cost 
of service, as one of the things justifying 
differences in railroad rates. But he 
takes the ground that the influence of 
distance on prices” should be eliminated 
altogether from railroad transportation, 
and that therefore cost of service should 
not enter into the regulation of 
rates, which should be fixed witha view 
of bringing all producers and all con- 
sumers nearer to each other.“ 

Even if we admit the extreme proposi- 
tion that railroads should be permitted to 
equalize the charge for transportation so 
that points near to market would have to 
pay as much as points remote, we 
would gono further than the short-haul 
provision does. But what the President of 
the C., B. & Q. complains of is that the 
law does not permit railroads to charge 
more for hauling 100 miles than for haul- 
ing the same load 500, 1,000, 3,000 miles or 
any greater distance. 

His proposition is manifestly prepos- 
terous. There can be no reasonableness 
or justice in railroad charges unless they 
are adjusted with some reference to the 
cost of service rendered. There can be no 
restraint upon or limit to unjust discrim- 
ination between points or between ship- 
pers if the amount and cost of service are 
not to be considered at all. To prevent 
unjust discrimination, and to secure a 
just and fair differentiation of charges 
for all shippers under substan- 
tially similar conditions and cir- 
cumstances’’ are the objects of the 
new law. If the ‘‘conditions and 
circumstances” are not such as relate to 
the carriage of the goods and cost of serv- 
ice, the whole purpose of the law will be 
defeated and the railroad will be permitted 
to charge one station or one shipper 
ten times the cost of service while charg- 
ing another station or shipper only one- 
tenth of the cost of service—making one 
set of producers and consumers pay for 
the services rendered to another set, as 
well as for the services rendered to them- 
selves. 

If railroad managers had not hardened 
their minds to this sort of injustice by 
long haléit they would not think of asking 
the public to indulge them further in 
abusing their power to regulate the busi- 
iness of the country according to arbitrary 
methods and in disregard of all known 
standards of value and all established 
measures of compensation.”

It cost them $290,000 in 
salaries of artists, new scenery, dresses and 
other such expenses, while taxes, repairs, 
lighting, heating and sundries consumed 
nearly $155,000 more. The receipts from ad- 
missions and rentals were only a little over 
$235,000, leaving a deficiency of about $210,000, 
or $3,000 per share. In réturn each share- 
holder had his box for sixty-one performances, 
which is a little less than $60 per box for each 
performance. This is dear, but not too ex- 
travagant for so luxurious an entertainment 
as the opera; andthe general public, which 
paid only $ for the best seats elsewhere than 
in the boxes, profited by the outlay, and will 
be glad to have it repeated next winter.

MIDNIGHT FIRES TOTALLY DESTROY TWO 
VALUABLE STABLES. 


One Hundred and Seventy Mules Burned in 
the Mound City Railway Stables — Five 
Horses Lost at the Brewery— 
Causes of the Fires Unknown—The Dam- 
ages and [nsurance—No Delay in Travel. 


At 12:16 o’ clock last night, ag Police-Officer 
Houlahan was walking north near the corner 
of Jefferson and St. Louls avenues, he noticed 
a blaze issuing from the rear second-story 
window of the stable of the Mound City Street 
Railway Company, at St. Louis avenue ani 
Twenty-fifth street. Aware of the infiam- 
mable contents of that loft, which he 
knew to be filled with hay, and aware of the 
futility of any individual effort to subdue a con- 
flagration once started there, the officer lost 
no time in turning in an alarm from the box 
on Elliott avenue and Montgomery street. At 
the same time Officer McCarthy, who was mov- 
ing west on 8t. Louis avenue, noticed the blaze 
from the east. He ran to thealarm-box on 
the corner of Twenty-first and St, Louis ave- 
nue. He bad just opened the door when 
the ticker began to act in response to Officer 
Houlahan’s alarm. Both patroimen then 
started to the fire. The time passed in getting 
to the boxes and back to the stables was very 
brief, but short as it had been the flames had 
made such rapid transit through the tinder- 


like contents of the second floor that they 
issued in flaming sheets from every window. 
The usual crowd was rapidly 88 
The adjacent saloons, which were just closing, 
sent their contingent of enthusiastic youths 
fullof curiosity and fire water, and they did 
good service. The officers and young strag- 
Klers dashed into the stables and did what 
they could to liberate the neighing and fright- 
ened animals. The tongues of flame were 
reaching from the windows and licking down- 
ward into the doors. They darted through the 
cracks in the floor and down the feed shafts 
and singed with sharp bites the crackling 
hides of the frenzied animals. But the men 
worked on. Most of the stock, about 275 head, 


were in pens containing some forty each. The. 


bars of these pens were let down and the 
beasts were goaded and driven with a view of 
getting them from the stables. Many ran, but 
the 22 in as awful terror of the threat - 
ening fires in front as the approaching ones 
behind, stood still until the sweeping flames 
smothered their dying yells.

These were run down the track and those in 
the sheds on the opposite side of St. Louis av- 
enue pushed as far as possible to the rear to 
protect them from the increasing heat, which 
was already blistering the paint on the cor- 
rugated iron of the shed.

The riders rode to the end of 
the lett side and back to the point where 
the fifty-mile time was caught, and 
then on over the right-hand side, the 
Potato Creek road, finishin the 100 
miles at the starting point. This 
arrangement concentrated all the sight-seers 
at the starting point. There was an immense 
throng of people present, as the start was 
only two miles from Crawfordsville and all 
sorts of conveyances were used to haul the 
people out. 

CROCKER SUNSTRUCK. 

The three men were sent off at 9:47, and 
left at a rattling pace which augured well for 
the promised record breaking.

SUDDEN TERMINATION OF THE CASE OF 
GARDINER VS. STEERE. 


Sensational Developments in the Providence | 


Court of Common Pileas—The Plaintiff's 
Startling Confession Made in Open Oourt 
—A Trick Roller Skater’s Scheme to 


Blackmail a Wealthy and Respectable 
Man.

Provipencs, k. I., June l4.—Very sensa- 
tional developments were madein the Court 
ofCommon Pleas yesterday morning in the 
cases of Henry Gardiner vs. Henry J. Steere, 
an action in which $5,000 damages were de- 
manded on account ofan alleged criminal as- 
sault. The case has attracteda great deal of 
attention because of the very antipodal posi- 
tions which the complainant and defendant 
occupy. Gardiner is a trick roller skater, and 
was formerly a newsboy on the several roads 
running out of Providence. He is 18 
old. Mr. Steere is one of 
the richest and most respected citizens 
in Providence. Mr. Steere’s father was a sad- 
dle- maker, and had quite a debt owed him, for 
which he took a quantity of American Screw 
Company's stock, which was then way below, 
butina few years had just such a boom as 
the teledhone stock had. This property came 
to Mr. Steere, who has invested wisely and 
well since, the most noted of his investments 
being the purchase of the entire Sprague in- 
terests in the Union Horse Railroad Company, 
which Sprague’s trustee closed out below 
the market price.

He 
is also a heavy owner in the Wanskuck 
Mill, and is President of the City Savings 
ank, director in the Glgbe National Bank, 
he Hospital Trust Oompany and the Fifth 
jational Bank.

THE ASSAULT CASE.

When Judge Tillinghast took his 
seat on the berch yesterday and 
called the case, the 
counsel were present and Mr. Cosgrove was 
absent. To the surprise of those present, Har- 
ry Gariner, the plaintiff, arose and, address- 
ing the court, said: ‘‘Your honor, I don’t 
wish to go 1 further with this case. It has 
been a fraud from the start. I know of no way 
of getting out of it except by coming here aud 
making this statement.’ 

GARDINER’S CONFESSION. 

The court allowed the case to stand until 
Saturday, when it will be disposed of. Gardi- 
ner made the following coniession: ‘‘I went 
into this case justas others have before me. 
It’s ascheme that is worked every day all 
over the country and against rich men. The 
scheme is that of blackmailand is worked by 
a rogue and a lawyer.

Miss Hill had her 
back tothe ravine and was conversing with 
her escorts when suddenly the ground beneath 


her, which had been loosened by rains, gave 


way and she plunged backward into the gorge 
and disappeared from view. Her companions, 
at first stupefied with horror, hastened to the 
bottom of the ravine. There they were sur- 
prised to find Miss Hill sittingon the rocks and 
dipping up water from the stream and bathin 
her head. She had escaped instant death, bu 
had suffered mortal internal injuries. 
MISS HILL’S COMPANIONS 
tenderly lifted her to her feet and carried her 
a short distance, when they were joined by 
other students with an improvised stretcher. 
and with this they managed to carry her to 
the top. A carriage in waiting took her to Sage 
Coilege, where her injuries were dressed. It 
was believed that Miss Hill's only injuries were 
the fracture of a rib and some bruises. She 
requested thatthe news of the accident be not 
given to the newspapers, as her mother was 
very ill at Jamestown, and to hear of her 
daughter’s mishap might affect her unfavora- 
bly. Toward sunset, however, Miss Hill began to 
sink and it soon became evidént that she had 
suffered internal injury of a very serious 
nature. Her condition continued to grow 
worse and at 2 o’cleck this morning she 
breathed her last. Miss Hill's death is a s8e- 
vere shock to the students. On Saturday she 
had been with the young women students of 
Sage College on an excursion down the lake 
and participated heartily in their merriment. 
She was a girl of rare attainments and studious 
habits. She secured one of the Sage scholar- 
ships for womenatthe competitive examina- 
tions heid in September, and was universal 
beloved and respected. Her death will 
shroud commencement week in even deeper 
loom than that occasioned by Mrs. White's 
eath. The place where the accident occurred 
is jagged with sharp rocks and covered with 
underbrush. Her clothes were torn off on her 
right side. In her suffering Sunday at Sage 
College she showed great resignation and 
cheerfulness. She had hoped to start for home 
on the early train in order to convince her 
mother that the accident was not serious. It 
is feared that the shock occasioned by the 
daughter’s death will kill the mother. Miss 
Hill was 17 years old and exceedingly pretty. 
She was graduated last year at the James- 
town Union School. The funeral will take 
place in Jamestown on Weduesday. 
Cascadilla Gorge is one of the most pict- 
uresque spots in Central New York. It runs 
from the high plateau on which are situated 
the college buildings down to the shores of the 
beautitul Cayuga Lake. The splendid resi- 
dence of Mrs. Fiske, born Jennie McGraw, 
overlooks it—in fact, one of the sides is built 
down into the gorge. She saw the house but once 
a few days before her death. Almost at once 
after her marriage she went abroad in vain 
ursuit of health and the house was built in 
erabsence. Returning to Ithaca when all 
hope was gone she was driven past it in her 
carriage, but was never inside of it.

PRIVATE LEGISLATION, 


HOW THE CITY PROPOSES TO GIVE AWAY 
PART OF PAPIN STREET. 


The Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron Com- 
puny the Beneficiaries — The Efforts of 
Several Years Crowned With Partial Sac- 
cess—The Bill Only Needs the Signature 
of the Mayor—In Its First Shape the 
Measure Was Declared Unconstitutional 
by the State Supreme Court—Protesting 
Property-Owners. 


The passage by the Municipal Assembly of 
the bill to vacate Papin street, between Twelfth 
and Thirteenth streets, was called to the at- 
tention of the public on Saturday by the pub- 
lication in the Posr-Disraron of the protest 
to be sent to the Mayor by the owners of ad- 
jaceat property. For several years efforts 
have been made to obtain the condemnation 
of this street. 

All of these efforts have been solely in the 
interest of the Shickle, Harrison & Howard 
Iron Company, which owns the property on 
either side of the street, and which desires 
only this connecting link to make its stretch of 
territory unbroken. There were strong efforts 
made last winter to push this same bill through 
the Municipal Assembly, but it stuck in 
the Council. This spring the Shickle, Harrison 
& Howard Company has been more successful. 
The bill has been worked through both 
branches of the Assembly and now needs only 
the signature of the Mayor to make it a law. 
Against the signing of the bill the owners of 
property on Papin street have entered a pro- 


test. 
THIS BILL 


is one of the worst pieces of special legisia- 
tion that ever went through the Municipal 
Assembly. There is no _ public benefit 


whatever to be gained by closing the street 
and no claim that any public benefit would 
accrue from its closing. It is a bill for the re- 
lief of the Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron 
Company and might be very appropriately so- 
called. The Shickle, Harrison & Howard Iron 
Company owns property on either side of 
Papin street which it is to the advantage of 
the company to have connected, The 
company at present occupies most of the 
street, which has been practically given up to 
it by the failure of the city authorities to keep 
itclear. Two years ago a bill vacating the 
street in the interests of the Shickle, Harrison & 
Howard Company passed both branches of the 
Municipal Assembly and was signed by the 
Mayor. The object of the bill was distinctly 
, and it was provided that the Shick. 
& Howard Company 
pay to the city , 000 
for thé improvements made by the city in the 
way of paving, curbing, etc. The owners of 
property on Papin street tested the law and 
the Supreme Court of the State of Missouri de- 
clared it unconstitutional on the ground that 
the city had no right to sell a public street to 
a private individual or corporation. On Nov- 
ember 30, 1886, 
ED Fox 

in the House of Delegates 
Similar to the bill recent- 
ly passed. It provided in one short sentence 
for the vacation of Papin Street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. The bill had 
its second reading December 3 and was re- 
ferred to the committee. The owners of Papin 
street property appeared before this commit- 
tee and entered astrong protest in person and 
through their attorney. ‘he attorney argued 
that the question to be considered was not 
whether the Shickle, Harrison & Howard Com- 
pany would be benefited by the passage ofthe 
ordinance or whether the city would be 
benefited by encouraging thelr manufactory, 
but whether the Municipal Assembly had the 
power or right to pass the ordinance. To make 
this law would be to take public property heid 
by the city in trust for public use and convert 
it to the private use of particular persons. By 
the laws of the State, plats recorded vest in the 
city the fee of parceis of land intended for 
public use in trust for the uses named and 
for no other use or purpose. The 
Scheme and Charter says that a member of 
either house of the Assembly who shall know- 
ingly vote for, assent to or assist in the dispo- 
sition of any money or property belonging to 
the city t any other than the specified use or 
purposefor which this money or property 
shail have been received or appropriated 
shall, on conviction, be punished by imprison- 
meat, etc Papin street was dedicated 
for public use by the owners as a 
public highway forever. Tue city accepted it 
and improvea it. Itisa trust property and 
held by the city for public use. The power to 
vacate is like the power to condemn—it must be 
exercised for public and not for private use. 
There was not and is not now any public de- 
mand for the vacation of Papin street. The 
demand is made by one party for that party’s 
private benefit. 

ANOTHER ARGUMENT 
urged against the bill was that the residents of 
Papin street had a vested right to pass on 
Papin street to Twelfth street to reach the line 
of cars there built partly tor their conveni- 
ence. The protestors urged that the bill was 
altogether for private benefit, and while it was 
not so stated in the bill, it was known to the 
members of the Assembly, and they could not 
ignore the fact Ordinance 12,547, which 
stated that purpose on its face, had been held 
by the courts to be null and void. 

The strony protest made before the com- 
mittee availed nothing. The bill was reported 
favorably. A fight was made on it in the 
House~but Ed Fox and his crowd worked to- 
gether and on February 25,1887, it was ordered 
to enurossment and passed. It went to the 
Council, but relieyed of Mr. Fox and his sup- 
port it failed there. 

At the meeting of the present Municipal As- 
sembly the Papin street bill was one of the 
first introduced in the Council. It was passed 
by the Council after a brief discussion aguinst 
the protests of property-owners. It went to 
the Hiouse of Delegates, where no difficulty 
was placed in its way anda week ago it went 
to the Mayor. Yesterday a remonstrance 
against it was filed with the Mayor. If the 
Mayor should sign the bill it will probably be 
contested as unconstitutional by the property- 
owners.

The Wonderfal and Beautiful Chapel Erected 
by Father Mellinger.

PrrrspurG, Pa., June 14.—For years the 
Church of the Holy Name on Troy Hill, Alle- 
gheny, of which the Rev. Mr. Mollinger has 
deen paator for more than twenty years, has 
been a place to which the aillicted of all de- 


numberless cures which have been ascribed to 
the intercession of St. Anthony have caused 


the fame of the church to spread to 
every the country. esterday 
was the feast day of the patron saint. 
For several days hundreds of the afflicted had 
been arriving on trains and in other ae 
ances, to take part in the observance of the 
day and to appeal to the saint for relief from 
their ills. m daylight yesterday the roads 
leading to the Troy Hill were throcged with 
people in 3 and on foot, hurrying to 
the church as t they could, so as to get 
within the auditorium. It was a pathetic 
sight, but there was not one among the throng 
who did not seem buoyed up by the thought 
that relief from bodily ills was at the summit 
of the hill overlooking the Allegheny River. 
It is estimated that between 3, and 
4,000 28 were present for the high mass 
at 10:30. The church has a — capacity of 
about 1,000, but by 10 o’clock fu 7 were 
in the building. he members of the congre- 

ation attended services earlier in the morn- 
ng, and during the rest of the day the church 
was given up to the strangers and the afflicted. 
The services lasted from 10 to 1 p. m., and two 
sermons were preached, in addition to which 
Father Mollinger made a brief address in En- 

lish on the life and services of St. Anthony.

Thousands of precious relics 
cased in crystal, silver and gold line 
the walls in incrustations of carving 
and gilt from the floor to the dome. Light 
streams from above and the walls are hidden 
by actual moegaics of reliquaries in every 
shape the imagination could picture. Shrines 
are erected on every side, and life-size figures 
of exquisite workmanship of martyred saints 
lie beneath them, displaying the wounds of 
their martyrdom to the reverent wonder and 
devotion of the spectator. Urns and vials 
centuries old, some of them containing sacred 
relics taken from the catacombs or the crypts 
of ancient shrines in the Old World, are here 
all covered with costiy plate-glass. The 
precious authentications of these relics, some 
crumbling with age, are enclosed in the fire- 
proof sates of this wonderful chapel. How 
these relics were obtained and the account of 
their accumulation would form a history of 


itself. 
THE ENTHUSIASTIC PRIEST.

CHURCH CHOIRS. 


THEIR RELATION TO THE SUNDAY 
| LAW. 


A Peculiar Turn Given to the Sabbath Dis- 
cussion—One Pastor Who Is Not Opposed 
to Sunday Concerts in Parks—Dr. Nicolls 
on the Law—A Preacher Who Pleads for 


Half Holidays. 


It was not easy to get an expression of 
opinion from the ministers after their meet- 
ings, yesterday, on the Sunday law. Some 
hadn’t read it, others had just glanced at it, 
while others would not say anything about it. 
The principal answer was: ‘‘Let the law be 
enforced.’’ They didn’tcare about defining 
the scope of the law, that was the civil au- 
thorities’ business. So the interviewing was 
much like running a race on a round track, 
the end was at the same place as the start. 
There were some very interesting exceptions. 
For instance, a reporter of the Post-DIsPaToH 
had no difficulty in calling out a vigorous ex- 
pression from Rev. Dr. Niccolls, who 
is an important figure in any contro- 
versy over the law, as he was 
selected by the Evangelical Alliance to present 
the Christians’ idea of the Sunday law. This 
presentation was published in the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH May 80. It will be remembered that 
in that paper, which was unanimously adopted 
by the Alliance, Dr. Niccolls presented only 
the saloon aspect of the question. In his ser- 


mon Sunday at the Second Presbyterian 
Church he took the same ground as he did in 
his paper. 

The question put by the reporter to Dr. Nic- 
colis was designed to elicit some information 
from hito regarding the amusement side of 
the discussion. 

Are you in favor of applying the law to 
base ball games?’’ 

The law has nothing to do with base ball 
games. It is a question of closing saloons 
entirely. These other things have been intro- 
duced just to prejudice the public against the 
law. lam surprised that this hasn't been un- 
derstood und that the Globe-Democrat and 
other papers should call it a crank law. 

PAID CHOJRS. 

While the scribe was getting these words 
down a member of ove of the most fashiona- 
ble churches came up and told the reporter to 
get an opinion on church choirs. He said he 
wanted to see his church consistent. It was in 
favor of the Sunday law, and yet paid 
its choir for work done on Sunday. 
It was idle to claim that the preacher stands 
in the same relation. The pastor is not paid 
so much a Sunday, but for his work as a pas- 
tor during the week, as well as for his preach- 
ing. This prominent member also suggested 
thatthe question be asked how the ministers, 
while tolerating paid choirs, could frown upon 
Sunday concerts in the parks. 

The first gentleman at whom these questions 
were fired was Rev. Dr. A. N. Hollifleld of the 
Grand Avenue Presbyterian Church. He re- 
plied: The choirisanaid to worship. Itis 
an accompaniment of the service and springs 
out of the requirements ofthe age. It cannot 
be placed same level as a 
band in The choir is paid 
to lead certain department 
ofthe service. Butthe only question now is 
the closing of saloons, and these other ques- 
tions are brought in to hoodwink the people. 
It is nonsense to speak of the saloon as some- 
thing Which necessity or mercy demands 
should be open Sunday. Necessity and mercy 
on the other hand demand that it be closed 
not only Sunday, but every day in the week. 

SUNDAY CONCERTS. 

Rev. J. M. Trible of the Central Christian 
Church and associate editor of the Christian 
Evangelist had some views on the choir ques- 
tion. Paid choirs could be dispensed without 
effecting him, personally. as he didn’t have 
any in his church and didn't expect ever to 
have any. Whether they should be 
called an “aid to worship or not 
could only be ascertained by an investigation 
into the character of the choirs, when those 
that aided the service would be retained and 
the others would have to go. Making the 
comparison with park concerts Mr. Trible re- 
marked that after ail the institution of Sunday 
concerts might be a proper thing. 
— 1 who remain cooped up in 
badly ventilated rooms may find a cer- 
tain restin going outto gardens where they 
dispense beer, but they would probably tind 
the rest just the same without the drinking of 
beer. He could not believe that any man’s 
rest could be secured by 2 soaked in beer 
all day. Ofcourse there isa feeling that the 
enforcement of the attempt 
to drive people to church. But that is 
a wrong conclusion. Sunday must be 
recognized by all. If we were all atheists, 
still one day of rest in seven would be a neces- 
sity. Sincealarge portion of the public is 
Christian, itis necessary that they be allowed 
to worship quietly and that those whose day 
of worship is Sunday only shall not be de- 
prived of its opportunities by being compelled 
to do work necessary to some other body’s en- 
joyment.

Rev. W. G. Thomas of the Baptist Church, 
Kirkwood, said the whole trouble ties with the 
merchants of the city who make their men 
work from7 in the morning untilthe same 
hour at night. If the business men would
